I affirm that one of the chief 


properties of alcohol is to coagulate the albumen 
of the blood, which will account for the appear- 
ance of the drunkard. Its effects are poisonous 
on the constitution, and the mod UK operand! of 
it is, that it. hardens, constricts, binds up the fi- 
bers, strongly unites the particles of animal suti- 
stances, so that they are with much greaterdiffi- 
culty separated, divided and digested. A piece 
of meat will continue sweet and sound for many 
years in wine or strong beer, or in an y stromr 
fermented liquor, because the liquor unites the 
parts of the meat together.

wounds. The Turks also foment their wounds 
with wine. The injury from fermented liquors 
is in proportion to the quantity of alcohol or ar- 
dentspiritsto be obtained from it on distillation 
This shows why children/whose mothers, durin'' 
the period of lactation, partake largely'of bee"r 
and other intoxicating liquors, do not really 
thrive, as many physicians aftirrn they will; be- 
cause the blood of the mother is deteriorated 
Hence the mother cannot nourish her child as its 
nature requires. A case is well substantiated 
where a man had the gout, and abstained from 
drinking intoxicating liqnors. He was free from 
pain for two years, when a friend brought him 
a bottle of claret. He drank it, and had a fit of 
sickness immediately afterward. It is carbonic 
acid gas, which is evolved in great quantities du- 
ring the vinous fermentation, that gives such a 
sparkling pungency to certain liquors, as Cham- 
pagne, beer and cider, and produces stupef.ie- 
tion, resembling intoxication. This kind is mo- 
mentary, as the action of the gas on the nerves 
is of short duration. The effects of the gas 
when breathed, are very different. 
Brewers 


have frequently been suffocated in taking nut, 
their ale or beer from the vat, as' tho air, being 
heavier than the atmosphere, lies on the surface 
of the fermenting liquor. Malt liquors'; usually, 
are not perfectly fermented before they are drank,' 
and frequently disorder the system, because the 
fermentation continues after they are taken into 
the stomach, a process which a person of weak 
digestive orgaris cannot endure without pain or 
suffering. This carbonic acid gas induces flatu- 
lency, indigestion, and various other gastric de- 
rangements. Beer, and more particularly porter, 
have their narcotic power much increased by 
noxious compounds which enter into them, and 
the substances which are mingled with them for 
the purpose of preservation, injure the nerves of 
the stomach, and increase the stupefaction. 
Those who are habitual drinkers'of malt liquors 
are subject to apoplexy and palsy from this 
cause. Opiu m is often added, which itself would 
induce debility, emaciation,loss of intellect, pal- 
sy, dropsy, dyspepsia, and hepatic diseases. It 
is snid that only four grains of opium will double 
the intoxicating power of a gallon of pouter. 


"Obesity and fullness of habil commonly fol- 


low indulgence in strong ale, beer or porter. The 
blood-vessels appear to be clogged with » dense 
fluid, and the exhaustion continues much longer 
than when it has been produced by any kind of 
wine, or even by diluted ardent spirits. Yes, 
my friends, alcohol de-oxygenates the vila) fluid. 
The arterial Wood of a professed druskm-d is 
similar in color to the venous, being darker thari 
usual. All .the functions of his body ace im- 
paired, the whole system loses its recuperative 
tone and energy, the vital ^principle isdeteriora- 
ted, and the whole body is predisposed to dis- 
ease and premature death. A long category of 
diseases is induced by intoxication—as dyspep- 
sia, jaundice, emaciation, corpulence, dropsy, nl- 
cens, rheumatism, gout, tremors, palpitationvhy- 
steria, epilepsy, palsy, apoplexy, delirium tre- 
mens and insanity.

These 
ire/acts, and they prove that alcoholic drinksare 
ibsorbed—that they mingle and circulate with 
,he blood, and therefore act immediately on the 
lifferent organs of the body. Not only is the 
itomach affected, but, the liver partakes of Die 
general derangement.

;uch a degree as sometimes to produce inflarrj- 
nation. Its secretions are changed in color, con- 
sistency and quality.

He affirms that 
tba people there are burnt up with wine and 
lo »k exactly like the cider-brandy drinkers of 
Connecticut,and the rum-drinkers of Massachu- 
se,tg. If they do not drink to absolute stupe- 
fa -.tion and intoxication, it is because sensuality 
w th Frenchmen is a science and a system. They 
ar; too cunning, he says, to cut short their plea- 
sures by beastly drunkenness,and therefore they 
dunk to,just that point where their judgment 
ar-d.their moral sense are asleep, and all their 
ot let-senses kept wide awake. 


'Lord Acton, Supreme Judge of Rome, has 


declared that all, or nearly all, the crime of that 
oily originated in the use of wine. A distin- 
gn ished gentleman from Florence, writes that the 
abuse of wine there is much'greaterthan a hasty 
observer would suppose. The quantity drank

Another gentlemon affirms that a casket' wine 
wliich lit) purchased, which was tested by some 
of the best judges in the country, and pronounced 
to be good wine, he afterward discovered to have 
been made in tlie loft of the wine-cellar, and did 
not contain one drop of the fruit of the vine, but 
was made from whisky. 


" Mr. Delavan says that he once urged a re- 


spectable grocer to give up the'liquor park of his 
business, when lie replied, ' Let, me sell a bill of 
$1,000 to a country merchant—tea, sugar, eoffire 
and rice to the amount of $800, and strong drink 
t<> the amount of $200: and on the $8001 should: 
not make enough to pay for the suit in my por- 
ridge, while on the $200 I would make enough 
to render the whole sale of $1,000 an excellent 
bargain/ This shows how impossible it is for 
those who do not, sell intoxicating drinks, to com- 
pete with those who do. 
" Another statement, and 1 close tins part, of 


my subject. There was a large dealer, who had 
obtained recipes for making all kinds of fraudu- 
lent liquors, who went to work on a large scale, 
and was making a fortune rapidly. He was so 
elated at his success that he mentioned it, to his 
family physician, and showed him bis various 
recipes. The physician, after examining them, 
inforrnea him -that some of the ingredients were 
deadly poisons, and to sell such mixtures to the 
public was as bad as murder. The dealer was 
alarmed, for he had accumulated a large stock; 
so he concluded that ho would give u notorious 
drunkard of the place a gallon or two of it, and 
if it did not kill him, he would continue to sell. 
The poor drunkard received the precious present,, 
which he drank, and as it was not a swift poison, 
be did not die immediately; therefore the dealer 
continued the traffic, and died very wealthy.— 
But, who can tell the disastrous consequences of 
his influence, even to the present day? 


"So yon see, ioy brethren, that though yon 


import your wines from the vine regions, you 
are very liable to receive th.; spurious article. 1 
might almost «ay, are certain to receive it adul- 
terated, l!' you purchase it in this country, you 
have no guarantee,that it, is the pure and health- 
ful juice of the grape. I could cite the testimo- 
ny of many more individuals, but I think these 
sufficient.

[COXOLVDED.] 


Prof. Wilson proceeded to speak of the 


extent of the fl.ix culture in different coun- 
tries. Tho average imports of dressed fibre, 
Ibix and hemp, into England for the last ten 
yerira, were 70,000 tons per jirimim ; for 18.51 
they woro 124,784 tons, showing rtn enor- 
mous increase; this at t£40 per ton, would 
amount to .-;C4,991,360 sterling, or nearly 25 
millions of dollars for thei^e two articles, 
which could b» entirely supplied to her by 
tht) United States. Besides this large ninouut 
for fibre, she requires annually a supply of 
050,000 quarters of linseed, to bo used us 
.seed or for crushing purposes — ihis requires 
iin outlay of about <4il,500,000 sterlin;;, 
which goes principally to Kuasin and tlie 
northern ports. 
This country nt present 


doe.-i riot supply her own demand for linseed 


•il, as large imports of seed are tnade every 
year from tht) same sources. 
The cake, 


however, the residuum of thu pressed seed, 
so valuable us n feeding subntance for cattle, 
is exported in 
considerable quantities to 


lOngland, and forms a portion of the large 
supply which she draws annually from other 
countries. This averages about 75,000 tons, 
nnd amounts to about d£500,000. Thus a 
mm kef, already exists in Great Britain for 
.surplus (lax produce, whether in fibre, seed, 


r cuke, which tho United States will have 


to export for miiiiy years to come. The pro- 
duce of 600,000 acres is required to supply 
the demand of tho United Kingdom ; — while 
in Ireland, during .the past year, only 136,- 
000 nereis wore cultivated iu flax, nnd pro- 
bably not a fourth of that quantity in the 
rest of the Kingdom. 


Coming next to consider the Flux manu- 


I'acturt!, Prof. Wilson stiid that in England 
in 1861, thn Factory Inspectors' Report 
}>ivfs llm nuriibf)!- of spindles nt 265.568 ; in 
Scotland, at 303,125; and in Ireland at 
500,000: forming a total number of 1,068,- 
(i!)3. 
In Franco we fmd the number of spin- 


dles to be about 350,000 ; tho establishment* 
being situated chiefly in the departments 
Du Mont, Calvador Finisterro, and Pas de 
Culiiis. 
In Belgium there are about 100,000 


spindles in operation ; the factories being at 
Ghent, Liugo, Tournai, Malines, and Brus- 
sels. 
Holland possesses only one factory, of 


about I). 000, in Frioslimd. 
Russia has two 


largo factories, ono at Atexandrofsky, and 
tho other at Moscow, together numbering 
iibont .50,000 spindles. 
Atistrtii possesses 


eight fuctoi'ios, with about 3d, 000 spindles iu 
operation. 
In tho States of the Zollve'rein 


about dU.OUO are estimated to bo in use; and 
in Switzerland there are three or four small 
establishments, making between them from 
8,000 to 10,000 spindlers. 
In the United 


States twelve muall factories exist, having in 
operation about 15,000 spindles : these are 
situate in the States of New-York, New-- 
Jersey, Pontisylvnnin, and Massachusetts. — 
Tho consumption of flax worked up by these 
spindles averages nbi nt 25 tons per 1,000 
spindles pur annum for lino yarns, and about 
30 ro 50 tons for coarse ynrns. 


Now, 
reckoning the average cost of build- 


ings, machinery, and motive power at 90s. 
per spindlu throughout, it would appear that 
there is altogether :i fixed ctipitnl of up- 
wards of, £8, 000,000 invested in the trade, 
of which sum ,£5,000,000 belongs to Great 
Britain. 
Notwithstanding these large re- 


turns of machinery in operation at home nnd 
abroad, WB find that; tho hand-spun yarn very 
far exceeds it in quantity, since, throughout 
tho Continent, hand-spinning is still curried 
on to » n enormous extent. 


In England, thn manufacture of linen has 


increased from 45,000,000 yards in 1805 to 
110,000,000 yards in 1850, 'notwithstanding 
tho enormous development of the cotton in- 
dustry during thut interval. 
Her 
exports, 


too, 
testify lo tho position she occupies in 


foreign markets. In 1850, these amounted 
in the aggregate, for yarns, thread, small 
wares, and woven goods, to <£4,828,994 ; in 
1851, 10,45,058,822; and in 1852, 
to <£&,- 


350,871. 
Of the woven goods exported, the 


markets of the New World tuke the greatest 
proportion ; those sent 
lo the 
Eastern 


Hemisphere being of trifling amount in com- 
parison. 
I'Ynrn returns recently published 


wo find that 39,000,000 of persons, in Amer- 
ica consume annually more than a yards of 
hor linen per head— equal to Is. 5-8d. ster- 
ling; in Canada, the proportion is Is. 6j^d., 
or uoiirly 20 per coin, more thnn in the 
United States; while 228,000,000 in Europe 
take but l-3Sth pnrt of n yard per head. — 
This remarkable difference does not arise so 
much from tho consumption being propor- 
tionally less in tlio countries of "the Old 
World, 
as from tho comparatively high 


duties which most of them maintain on tho 
import of linon goods, and from the smull 
disposition to use them in Asia and Africa, 
where cotton fabrics are almost exclusively 
used. 


in conclusion, Prof. W. said he would 


merely recapitulate tho points which ap- 
peared to him most worthy of attention, and 
whicb he endeavored to support by the evi- 
dence he Imd boon able to lay before them. 
They are : 


Firstly — That flnx is not, an exhausting 


crop ; thnt its peculiar suitability to different 
soils nnd climates, tho short pnriod it occu- 
pies the soil', and the market returns of an 
average crop, render it a valuable addition 
to the ordinary rotations. 


Secondly — -That the recent improvements 


in the process of treating flux, whereby the 
fibre is prepared nt an immense serving both 
in time and labor, ail nuisance avoided, and 
the waste products beiieficialiy utilized, offer 
,,rent inducements for the establishment of 
small factories in suitable districts ; thus 
directly encouraging HU increased cultiva- 
tion, by insuring to the grower a ready nnd 
constant market for the produce. 


Thirdly — Thnt a large breadth of flax is 


annually sown in the United States of which 
the seed only is rendered available as a 
market produce, the straw being only used 
to a very limited extent for the preparation 
of fibre, the rest remaining on the field or 
being carted home for rough litter. 


Fourthly—- That a very large sum, about 


14,000,000 to 15,000,000 of dollars* is an- 
nually expended by the United States in the 
purchase of linen goods from Great Britain, 
which country is obliged to procure the raw 
material for their manufacture from other 
countries with which the United States has 
ne- commercial relations, 


Fifthly— That it would appear expedient 


tbnt tho United States should utilize the 
large quantity of flax-straw already grown, 
and increase her production sufficiently, at 
nil events, to supply the quontity in a manu- 
factured state which aha requires- for the 
consumption of her own population.
